For scalding failures were quite 
the ordinary thing.

The water, boiling jn ket- 
tles, cooled more or less In transfer 
to tha barrel or tank; the an tem- 
perature varied greatly between one 
job and another. 
In fact a lot of 
things could happen to make scrap- 
ing a hog a most easy task or a long, 
tedious job. To be on the .-.afe side 
one Methodist deacon the

rels.

already lost soul on hand to do the 
necessary cussing. 
Into Chill Room 


When the hog comes out of the 
"dehairer" it doesn't take long to 
finisn slicking him up. The gambrel 
is swung on a track: the carcass is 
washed and opened, weighec. and 
tagged and pushed into the chill 
room, kept at 34 degrees. 


After a day there he goes into the 
ageing room, 36-38 degrees, to await 
the cutters. Fresh pork is cut ana 
wrapped according to the 
i/nes of 
the i-;;stomer. Joints to be cured are 
further processed. A special brine is 
pumped into the arteries and the 
pieces laid in a sugar cure in a cool 
room for 21 days.
